Bishop Perry was born :1 301 
in’ Pennsylvania, However, he 
insists he is a native of Rhode 
Tsland and atiempts to prove 
this contention by revealing that 
his father was born in Rhode 
Island, but hed a véestorate in 
Germantown, Pa., where he was 
born, 

As to his fighting forebears, 
the Commodore Perry who proved 
the hero of the Battle of Lake 
Frie was his grand uncle, while 
anether grand uncle was the 
Commodcre Perry who did so 
much to open our relations with 
Japan. Bishop Perry: is. president 
of the Society of Cincinnat 
whith was founded by Gceos:pe 
Washington, on whose staif his 
eveat-great yvrandfather served. 

Both Bishon Perry's father and 
srandfather were clergymen and 
thi; may have tempered the 
mulitary sirain in his blood. He 
denies absolutely that he is a 
pacifist, insisting rather, that he 
is a firm believer in peace and in 
true internationalism established 
upon justice and mutual under- 
Standing. 

This dark - eyed, benevolent 
Bishop keeps a soft place in his 
heart for the State of Rrvde Is- 
lond. He is almost proucer of 
this state than his distinguished 
encestry. Bishop Perry's reason 
is that Rhode Island was found- 
eci by that pioneer of religious 
frecdem, Rozer Willams He has 
Gften boasted that, “Roger Wil- 
liams not only instittea the les- 
son of tolerance into the early 
settlers, but likewise insisted 
Non u& complete separation of 
Church and State.”

O MUCH then for the man of 
peace.

A shert mild-mannered, quiet 
man, Major Pcchloff has none 
of the airs of a soldier of for- 
tune. His rirht arm was shot off 
at the shoulder and 1s the only 
Visible evidence of his hard fighit- 
ing career. Bis tunic sperts 24 
different French ard foieign war 
decorations. 

When the revciuticn occurred 
in Russia, Major Pechko® was a 
mmémber cof aij! three armics 
Tnised te fisht the Bolshevics, 
that is. thosa of Kolchak. Deni- 
kine and Wraneel. The retreat 
of the Wrange} army through 
Cacssa, liberated Pechkoft and 
he returned to the French For- 
eign Legion, which he had tem- 
Povarily deserted. to atd in Tid- 
ding the Sahara in Southern 
Algeria of pugniacious Arab tribes. 

In the Riff War against Abd e} 
Krim, Pechkoff and his men werr 
surrounded. when attempting to 
relive ai fort. He was shot 
through the leg and only the de- 
votion and care of an orderly 
Brevented its loss. 

From Africa, to Syria and 
Morocco went Pechkoff with the 
Legion. He was always prcsent 
when there was fighting. Nothing 
pleases ‘him more than the smeil 
of powder and the sound of bul- 
lets whizzing through the air.
